Garden Like Coney Island. 


Its dusty old rafters, which look- 


ed down on a thousand bloody rings, 
Trere hidden by a half acre of bunt- 
ing Its dingy balconies were bright- 
ened by thousands of flags, large and 
small. From its 
ceiling 
drooped 


myriad brightly colored paper lan- 
terns to give a Coney Island touch 
to the old placo. 
Sot Like Cleveland Contention. 
<At Cleveland there was solemnity 


and hush and the soft pealing of an' 
organ in a cathedraf like place of 
rose and violet lighting effects. That 
•a-as the Republican convention. 
Martial Music To Inspire Fighting. 


The Democrats had none of that 


atmosphere in the grim, old Garden 
today. They met in a fighting spot 
with more fights on their hands than 
the know what to do with. And in- 
stead of cushioned seats and sort 
music they met to the Bounds of bat- 
tle in a dozen quarters, and with a 
band tooting martial music 
No or- 


gans, no rose and violet lights in the 
Jarden.

And it may have been coincident 


but the New York 
delegation 
90 


strong and aggressive for Al Smith, 
was seated 
precisely 
in the spot 


where the Garden's 24 foot squared 
rings are always placed. 
Delegates display Blue Suspenders. 


The Garden was hot. Heat seem- 


ed to radiate downward from its old 
metal roof. 
From 
the 
platform, 


perched a dozen feet above the level 
where the delegates sat,, the floor 
presented a constantly moving pic- 
ture of waving fans. 
Some of the 


more daring of the delegates shuck- 
ed their coats within ten minutes af- 
ter hitting the place and 
sat self 


consciously but more comfortably in 
their 
blue 
suspenders. 
The dele- 


gates' section ran lengthwise of the 
old structure—two thousand bright 
new unpainted pine chairs. Flank- 
ing them on 
either 
end were re- 


served seats holding about a thou- 
sand persons. 


Prominent Places for Donors. 
Around the arena ran a single row 


of boxes. These 
were 
the prized 


possessions of those 
whose 
dona- 


tions to 'the cause of Democracy had 
been sufficient -large to entitle them 
to a box and a place of prominence. 
Backing up the boxes was the first 
balcony, running 
almost 
to ahe 


floor. These seats were for 
those 


whose donations had 
been slightly 


less. And above these were second 
and third balconies, jammed, pack- 
ed and perspiring. 
In the topmost 


balcony the sufferers were within a 
few feet of the baking metal roof. 


McAdoo Men in Front. 


'McAdoo. appeared to have fared a 


liitle better on the seating arrange- 
ments * than 
did 
his rivals. 
The 


front row represented a solid phalanx 
of McAdoo 
strength—Texas, Ken- 


tucky, Iowa, Missouri, 
Idaho and 


Georgia. He is

On the 'platform were seated the

Delegates on Hand Promptly. 
Democrats are more prompt in get- 


ting to convention than are their 
Republican brethren. At 12 o'clock, 
the hour of convening,

gates were all in their seats and fan- 
ning vigorously. 


Spectators Slow in Arriving. 


Strangely enough, the prized spec- 


tators' seats were slow in filling up. 
x 'iHe tno tlonr presented a mas« of 
Perspiring men and women strug- 
gling .to their hard wooden chairs, 
there were great empty spaces in the 
best seat* of the galleries. ' Ticket 
holders were taking their own sweet 
time about coming to this fight. 


Bryan Gets First Applause. 


William Jennings Bryan

When the child refuses milk as a 


beverage It may he given custards, co- 
coa, bread puddings, using a few dates, 
flgs or prunes, as well as the common 
raisin, to give variety. 


For a supper dish there Is nothing 


more satisfying than a good hot dish 
of milk toast. 


Those who study the proper diet for 


the child tell us that cereals should 
never be served with sugar, but use In 
stead a few dates, prunes, flgs or rais- 
ins to furnish the sugar. 


The skins ot the fig, date and 


prune, the seeds of the fig, the woody 
fiber of the date add bulk to the food 
and furnish roughage which is needed 
to keep the digestive tract In good 
working order.

They admitted that the law leaves 
opportunities open,

name any of them, saying that by so 
doing they would impart 
informa- 


tion which taxpayers would make use 
of to the damage 
of 
the treasury. 


Representative Green, chairman of 
the Ways and 
Means 
Committee, 


was 
similarly reticent. 
He 
dis- 


claimed knowledge of precisely what 
means of escaping the tax the Pres- 
ident had in mind, 
but 
said that 


even if he did know ha would decline 
to say what they were, for it would 
be "unwise to reveal this informa- 
tion to the public." Yet Mr. Green 
is known as an enthusiastic cham- 
pion of publicity in the matter of in- 
come tax payments. 


Tils attitude has been criticised, 


but'government officials can hardly 
be expected to instruct the public in 
successful methods of tax. evasion. 
What is incumbent upon them to 
bring about is simplification in the 
methods of making tax returns, so 
that the well-meaning citizen 
will 


not be obliged to call on a lawyer or 
tax expert at considerable expense to

This state- 
ment was issued by Industrial Com- 
missioner Bernard L. Shientas of 
the state department of labor. 


Home Building Predominate*. 
The 
expansion 
in 
residential 


building has reached all localities. 
Non-residential building is falling 
off in some places but in many cities 
the total for new dwellings in 1924 
was much higher than for the first 
five months of 1923. March was the 
most active month in most cities for 
special reasons in each case, so that 
'the decrease in April and May was 
to be expected. For the 10 cities for 
whioh comparable reports are avail- 
able the plans filed in 
1924 were 


valued at $540.000.000 as compar- 
ed with $400,000,000 for the same 
cities in the 
lirst five months of 


1923. 


New York's Highest Total. 


In New York city building plans 


filed reached 
their 
maximum in 


March, 1924, with the highest total 
ever recorded. The recession in Ap- 
ril was natural, since the unusual 
volume in March was due to uncer- 
tainty about the repassage of the tax 
exemption law.

British ichool of archeology in Egypt 
and one of Great Britain's most dis- 
tinguished Egyptologists, In the course, 
tsf his explorations In southwestern 
Slpal. 


They came later under tne obserra- 


tlon^and study of Dr- Hubert Griinin*, 
professor of Semitic languages at the 
University of Muntster, who deciphered 
them and reported their discovery- 


Doctor Grlmme says the tablet was 


written In old Hebrew. He quotes this 
sentence which he deciphered. "I was 
taken out of the Nllus by the Egyptian 
queen'1 and says he found also the 
names of Joseph, Manassas and Moses. 
The statement that the stones were 
remnants of the original tablets bear- 
ing the Teh Commandments given to 
Moses was very probably not made by 
Doctor Grimrne.
